For Defence 


In our efforts to sustain world peace, we 
must be strong, and ready to fight aggres- 
sion. The democracies cannot afford to wait 
until war is forced upon us to get ready for 
conflict. 

With the United States girding itself with 
full war mobilizations of industry and man- 
power, Canada should also, without delay, 
make the change-over from peacetime to 
wartime economy. Though small in popula- 
tion, our country, because free enterprise has 
not been blighted by too many socialistic 
theories, is great in industrial output, and 
the government at Ottawa should spear- 
head a drive to increase our efforts for de- 
fence without necessarily reducing the out- 
put of consumer goods. 

This can be accomplished in two ways: 

(a) Resumption of the 44- or 48-hour 
week. In peacetime, workers who think they 
can make more with less work are only fool- 
ing themselves. More hours of work now, 
at straight-time Pay can sustain our defence 
meee without -reducing our standards of 


(b) Increased immigration from European 
countries outside the iron curtain. . There is 
room here for millions more to work on 
farms, in factories, and to help swell the 
ranks of the armed forces.

The Truth 
About Christmas

A few weeks ago someone said to me: ‘Mr. Pue, 
a lot of people get drunk at Christmas and don’t 
know why. They give gifts, but don’t understand 
what the holiday is all about.” I feel deeply for 
anyone who gets drunk without a good reason, so 
here’s the story as I understand it about Christ- 
mas. The story of Christ. 


THE LAW OF MOSES 

The Hebrews (the Jews: Jesus was a Jew), 
after a number of direct revelations of God re- 
ceived, through their leader 
Moses, a set of commandments 
»and @ whole book of-laws.. You 

can read about this in the Bible 
books of Exodus and Leviticus. 
The well-known ten command- 
ments were part of this law, and 
the law was given that it might 
be obeyed. Unless you are an 
orthodox Jew you have never 
been asked to adhere to such a 
rigid schedule of rules.’ Every 
action of life was to be governed 
by its rule. These were God's 
laws, and the soul that kept the whole law, theoreti- 
cally, was saved for eternity. 

Of course, no one could keep the entire law, 
God knew the law would be broken and decreed 
that the sinner, having once broken the law, could 
receive forgiveness and justification by sacrificing 
a lamb, sheep, bullock or even just two small birds, 
and offering this sacrifice to God on the altar of 
the Jewish priests. 

NO PERFECT SACRIFICE 

The apostle Paul was a man “well learned in the 
Jew’s (law and) religion” and if you read his books, 
you will find.out why the Jewish sacrifices were 
not sufficient. Penitent sinners repeatedly offered 
sacrifices day after day for forgiveness of their sins. 
Paul points out in his epistles how these sacrifices 
were imperfect and cotld not really take away sin 
but could only cover it up. Hence a really Perfect 
sacrifice was required—one that no man, no matter 
how wealthy, could provide for himself. This sacri- 
fice was offered by God Himself and was presented 
in the person of his Bternal Son, Jesus Christ. 

PERFECT GOD—PERFECT MAN : 

If we read the Qld Testament, which both Chris- 

tians and Jews accept as the Word of God, we can

- see where the coming of Jesus was prophesied 600 © 


years and more before His birth. This is oné of. 
the greatest proof his His divinity, that His birth, 
life and death should be described in detail cen- 
turies before His advent. And so, “when the full- 
ness of time had come” Jesus was born in a manger, 
born to live, but more important, born to die. 

For every time you read a reference to His birth, 
you will read several references in Scripture to 
His death. Remember, He came to earth not 
primarily to live an exemplary life, in fact not 
primarily to live but to die. He was the Perfect 
Sacrifice, and He died on Calvary’s Cross to fulfil 
all that the law had said about the death of the 
Sacrificial Lamb for the forgiveness of sins. That 
is why John the Baptist hailed him with “Behold 
the Lamb of God, which taketh away the sin of the 
world.” 

THE GIFT OF GOD 

When we give gifts at Christmas, it is in token 
of the Gift God gave the world when Jesus was 
born. The writer John said: “God so loved the 
world, He gave His only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth on Him, should not perish but have 
everlasting life.” 

Do you believe the message of salvation God 
sent with His Son? Or do you disdain the title 
of Christian in your life? 

Of course, you have a perfect right to celebrate 
Christmas and still not believe in it. The word 
Christmas means “the Christ feast.” But how can 
you celebrate the Saviour’s birth and deny His 
mission?

Economic Crisis Seen Here 
If Living Costs Spiral 


By RAYMOND ARGYLE 
Menacing forces of inflation in Canada must be stopped 
before the country is plunged into an economic crisis, accord- 
ing to leading Alberta labor experts. 


Cost of living index hit the 170.7 
mark recently, with continuing 
upward spirals séen unless some 
degree of control is established 
over the price system. 

Meanwhile, Canada’s four big 
central labor bodies have gone to 
work on their unpredented decision 
to bring back price controls and 
maintain rent controls. 

This move marks the first time 
Canadian labor has jointly worked 
together for a national objective. 

The “four associations are the 
Trades and Labor Congress, Cana- 
dian Congress of Labor, the Cana- 
dian and Catholic Confederation 
of Labor, and the Railway 
Brotherhood. 

The CCF is also supporting the 
labor organizations’ moves to fight 
inflation. 

The high cost of living, brought

on by the lifting of controls when 
goods were still in short demand 
and money plentiful, has been 
snowballing since 1945.

Edmonton's welfare superinten- 
dent, E. S. Bishop, says he is ex- 
tremely worried about the trend 
next year. Lifting of rent controls 
will pyramid relief costs, he says.

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Legend not only has identified 
the Wise Men as Gaspar, Melchior 
and Balthasar, it has crowned 
them and given them the _ king- 
doms of Tarsus, Arabia and 
Ethiopia. It has symbolized their 
gifts as symbolic of what Jesus 
was to become—gold for a king, 
frankincense for a high priest and 
myrrh for a great physician. 


The Gospel text's specific wise 
men from the east logically identi- 
fies them with Zoroastrianism—an 
ancient monotheistic religion of 
Persia. Zoroastrian priests were 
called Magi; they were powerful 
in public and private life since they, 
and they alone, possessed the 
priestly mysteries involved in the 
worship of Mazda—who_ repre- 
sented the Zoroastrian power for 
good. 


The Magi may or may not have 
been fabulously wealthy: St. Mat- 
thew does not elaborate their 
treasures nor the amount of gold, 
frankincense and myrrh which 
they presented to the Christ Child. 
The gifts may have been mere 
tokens of their treasures, or the 
sum and substance thereof. 


And if they were soothsayers, 
mystics and possibly clairvoyants 
they were also truly wise—in as 
much as they did not return to 
Herod, but departed ‘into their own 
country by a different route. 


Pilgrims Deplored 
“Ye Christmas Day if 


Puritan disapproval of Christmas 
celebrations disembarked from the 
Mayflower with the Pilgrims in 
1621 and, accordingly, Governor 
Bradford issued a statement pub- 
licly rebuking certain young men 
who declined to work on December 
25, ‘‘ye day called Christmas.” 


This first New England Christ- 
mas —or non-observance thereof— 
should not be credited as the first 
Christmas on American soil, since 
Leif Eriksen spent a winter or two 
on the North American continent 
around the turn of the 11th century. 


Leif was a Christian, and it is 
likely that members of his crew 
were Christians, too; although it 
is quite possible that some had ac- 
cepted the faith without remodel- 
ing their pagan natures, since King 
Olaf's methods were ruthless and 
his command “Be baptized, or 
else!'’ left them little choice. 


} Undoubtedly, flagons of crude, 
raw wine fermented from the 
grapes of.

Home-made delicacies served 
during Christmas and New Year's 
are e heart-warming as the sound 
of the yule log crackling on the 
hearth. If you have a fruit cake, 
a variety of cookies and perhaps a 
few candies, and if you serve these 
with a festive beverage, you will 
have gone a long way in spelling 
holiday cheer to those who come 
to say ‘Merry Christmas’’ at your 
home, 

Here is a simple type fruit cake 
which does not need the aging that 
a traditional cake requires. The 
recipe makes two 9x4x3 inch 
loaves and is the perfect answer as 
to what should be served during 
the holidays: 


Raisin Fruit Cake 
(Makes 2 loaves) 
4 cups seeded raisins 
2 tablespoons grated lemon 
rind 
l-tablespoon cinnamon 
1 tablespoon allspice 
*2% cups liquid 
~ 2% cups chopped nutmeats 
4 cups sifted cake flour 
5 teaspoons double acting 
baking powder 
2 teaspoons salt 
1% cups sugar 
% cup butter or shortening 
2 eggs, well beaten 
2 teaspoons vanilla 
Combine raisins, lemon _ rind, 
spices and water in a saucepan. 
Cover and simmer gently for eight 
minutes. Drain, pressing out as 
much liquid as possible. Measure 
liquid and add water or coffee to 
make one and one-half cups, and 
reserve. Grind raisins with nut- 
meats. 


Sift flour once, measure and add 
baking powder, salt and sugar; sift 
three times. Cream butter thorough- 
ly, and add flour mixture, eggs, 
vanilla and reserved liquid. Stir 
until all flour is dampened. Beat 
vigorously for two ‘minutes. Add 
raisin-nut mixture and mix thor- 
oughly.)Turn into two 9x4x3 inch 
loaf pans which have been greased, 
lined with brown paper and then 
greased again. Bake in a moderate 
(350°) oven for one hour and 15

1 cup butter cookie crumbs 

% teaspoon salt 

% teaspoon baking powder 

% cup sifted all-purpose flour 

1 cup finely chopped, pitted 
dates 

1 cup black walnuts, chopped 

% cup sugar 

2 eggs, beaten 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

% cup confectioners’ sugar 

Combine cookie crumbs, salt, 
baking powder and flour. Add dates 
and nuts. Add sugar gradually to
